The sun shone brightly, its 
golden rays transmitting the warmth of 
spring; the Capitol Park never looked 
lovelier; its green swards, terraces and 
lawn3 a beautiful growing emerald; its 
stately palms, their broad leaves contrast­ 
ing with the needle of the Norway pine, 
here growing as its nearest neighbor; the 
orange hanging full of luscious fruit, 
its golden spheres peeping out from beneath 
the dark green foliage of the tree that 
grows to perfection in these grounds, the 
geranium, the rose, the camellia, the violet, 
the chrysanthemum, and a hundred varie­ 
ties of other flowers in full bloom, all to­ 
gether makes Capitol Park one of surpass­ 
ing beauty—the pride of every Californian, 
aud the subject of wondering admiration of 
ev*ry Eastern visitor. 
TLe streets were crowded with spectators. 
Thousands of people from the neighboring 
towns and cities swelled the throng of 
youth and beauty of the Capital City. 
The Assembly Chamber, in which the 
inauguration took place, was tilled long 
before the hour fixed for the exercises to 
be given. 
The lobby and gallery were 
packed to almost suffocation, and hundreds 
who arrived late were turned away*. The 
tloor of the Assembly was given up to 
members of the Legislature, State officials 
and ladies. 
The latter numbered many 
hundred. They formed an interesting and 
intelligent portion of the audience and 
evidenced much enthusiasm. 
The military pageant which assembled 
on Thursday to do honor to the incoming 
magistrate did not again turn out, the 
Third Infantry having returned to their 
homes at the metropolis, and Governor 
Bartlett requesting Colonel Sheehan of the 
First Artillery not to again call out his 
regiment, as they had already shown him 
sufficient courteous consideration. 
The Governor-elect and his stafl. the 
Lieutenant - Governor and State officers 
elect, were escorted from Governor Bart­ 
lett's residence, corner of II and Eleventh 
streets, by the joint committee, headed by 
the Ilussar Band. The Governor’s carriage, 
drawn by four white horses, contained 
Governor Stoneman and Governor-elect 
Bartlett. 
The next carriage contained 
Lieutenant-Governor Daggett, Lieutenant- 
Governor-elect Waterman and 
Speaker 
Jordan, and was followed by a long line 
of vehicles in which were seated State 
officials and members of the Legislature. 
The procession arrived at the Capitol 
building promptly at 3 o’clock, and the 
State officials and those to be inaugurated 
were escorted to seats reserved for them in 
front of the Sneaker’s desk. Governor Stone­ 
man and Lieutenant-Governor Daggett oc­ 
cupied chairs on either side of Speaker 
Jordan. The Hussar Band never looked 
better; their new and handsome uniforms 
were the subject of much comment, aud 
their music excellent. 
After the assemblage was called to order 
the band played “ The Soldier’s Dream.” 
Rev. E. R. Dille, Chaplain of the Assem­ 
bly, made an eloquent prayer appropriate 
to’the occasion. 
Speaker Jordan then said : 
We are assembled at this time for the purpose 
of completing that portion of the ceremony per­ 
taining to the inauguration of the one who has 
been elected by the people to be Governor of 
this State, unci also the one who has been elected 
by the people to be Lieutenant-Governor of this 
State. The committee having in charge the 
ceremonies of this occasion has prepared a pio- 
gramme to which I will now immediately ut- 
teud# It is with pleasure that I now introduce 
one who has for lour years presided over the 
affairs of this ótate, Governor George Htonenian. 
[Applause. | 
Governor Stoneman arose, amidst long 
and continued applause, and said : 
Fcltuw Citizen*: I only learned a few hours 
since that I would be e x a c te d to make what is 
cal ed on the programme an addrew». You all 
know, nr if you do not, you ought to know, that 
I have done making speeches, or making ad­ 
dresses unless I had time to prepare, or at least 
to pay my audience the compliment of prepa­ 
ration. It is with great pleasure to at I have the 
honor to turn over to-day the duties incumbent 
upon a Governor, to one who is far better posted 
iu the political affairs of this K ate iban I ever 
pretended to bo. I hoi*e that he will not have 
presented to him, day alter cay, the knotty, 
troubiesome questions that were presented 
(luring my administration. In resigning to my 
able successor tne dmies&nd cares of the Guber­ 
natorial office, I can say that I havee* deavored 
to do what I thought was right on every occa­ 
sion, and if any doubt arose I always satisfied 
myself first and then let it tuke its course. I 
have emit avored in the appointments to offices 
to select such men as my fellow-i iiizens would 
have selected themselves if they had the oppor­ 
tunity and power. It is a proud Consolation to 
me to knoiv, that of the three thousand appoint­ 
ments that I made during ihe past tour year», 
not one of them has been accused, as far as I 
know, ol m al'easance in office.' I onsidering 
my little acquaintance with the people when 1 
assumed control. I think I have the right to 
congratulate mysel», and also to congratu­ 
late 
the pun pig at 
the 
success 
I 
have 
m et with 
in 
selecting 
honest 
men. 
As I tol l you 
in the beginning, I have 
made do preparation to entertain you at this 
time with an address, and being satisfied thut 
no extemporaneous effort on my pait would be 
s factory clih» r to you or my si If, I will clo¿e 
by biddinr you all an affectionate good-by. 
[Prolonged Applause.] 
Music by the bund, “ Hail to the Chief.” 
Governor-elect Washington Bartlett was 
next escorted t«* the Speaker’s desk, where 
the following oath was administered by 
Judge J. W. Armstrong, Superior Judge of 
Sacramento county : 
I do solemnly swear that I will support the 
Constitution of the United States and the (’ou­ 
st tutiou of the Kate of California, and that I 
will faithfully discharge the duties of the office 
of Governor according to the best of my ability. 
Speaker Jordan then said : 
I/ulies and Gcni'cmcn. and members of this Con­ 
vention : I take great pleasure in introducing to 
you, hi* Excelltney. Washington Bartlett, Gov­ 
ernor of the State of California. [Immense ap- 
plause.f 
Governor Bartlett then delivered his in­ 
augural address, reading from manuscript. 
Tne address, which was to have been de­ 
livered on Thursday, had been given out to 
members of the press, who obligated them­ 
selves and the papers they represented not 
to publish the same until after it was de­ 
livered. As in times past, some 4 enter­ 
prising” journalists, wishing to ‘"outstrip 
all competitors,” published the same prior 
to its delivery, a matter of sincere regret to 
the Governor, and which caused him to 
discard the first, and prepare an almost en­ 
tirely new one, which, profiting by exjieri- 
ence, he refused the press until after its de­ 
livery. The address in its entirety is as 
follows: 
T he Inaugural Address. 
FetUnc-Citizens: With profound gratitude to the 
people who have elevated me, by their volun­ 
ta n -suffrage». to the Chief Magistracy of the 
great Kate of California. I assume the office, in­ 
voking Divine assistance and relying upon the 
generous support ot ray fellow-citizens. [Ap­ 
plause.] 
It is with a grateful heart that I contemplate 
the fact that our country is at peace with all 
nations, and that it is enjoying unwonted prne- 
perity. 
A ltera retirement of nearly quarter of a cen­ 
tury. the Democratic party is avara in power, 
and the Government is being adm inistered ac­ 
cording to the precepts and upon the principles 
of Jefferson. Madison and Jackson. The bitter­ 
ness engendered by civil war is fast giving place 
to fraternal love, under an equal «ral just ad­ 
ministration of Federal affairs, and I believe 
the day is nor far distant when political divis­ 
ion on sectional lines will be unknown in this 
country. 
• 
It is proper, and in accordance with usage, 
that I should indicate at this time the policy 
which shall govern me in the udmiiiiKration of 
my office. 
IRRIGATION. 
The subject which most vitally affects the ma­ 
terial prosperity of a l irge section of the State 
is irrigation, an d it is plain that the time has 
a rrm d when wise legislation—the adoption of 
a comprehensive system adapted k> the wants of 
the country—xus; be formulated and ;u t mi 
operation. 
1 make no doubt that the whdoin of the Legis­ 
lature will he equal to the duty devolving ufam 
it, and that a just solution ot this vexed ques­ 
tion w ill be found. 
T H E C H IN ESE. 
The failure of the several Acts of Congress to 
limit and restrict the immigration of Chinese to 
this state, has justly created a widespread feel­ 
ing of discontent among onr people, and a de­ 
maud for the adoption of more stringent meas­ 
ures against tbelr 
coming, 
including 
the 
abrogation of the Burl irgam e Treaty. 
[Ap­ 
plause.] This treaty has wrought £reat injury 


to the Pacific States and Territories, by encour­ 
aging the coming and settling .in their midst of 
several hundred thousand people of au inferior 
race, radically dissimilar in physical, mental, 
and moral co) -titution. Their presence pre­ 
vents the imraigiation of free white laborers, 
and (muses a deep feeling of disaatis'action and 
discontent to prevail among the white laboring 
classes. While every one within the jurisdic­ 
tion of the State is entitled to and should receive 
the protection of the laws, still the policy of 
admitting in such large numbers a race who are 
distasteful to our people, detrimental to our 
prosperity, ami calculated to breed trouble, can­ 
not be upheld, aud it is to be hoped that the 
National Government may heed the remon­ 
strances that have been made and afford the 
ueceasazy relief, [Applause, j 
HARBOR DEFENSES 
The attention of Congres.s should be immedi­ 
ately called by the Legislature to the defense­ 
less condition of the principal harbors aud of 
the cities of the State, and our Senators and 
Representatives should be supported in their ef­ 
forts to obtain adequate appropriations from the 
National Treasury to construct proper defenses 
aud equip them with modern ordnance. In 
the event of a rupture of the peaceful relations 
now existing between the great (powers of Fu- 
rope, it won¡d be extremely difficult for the 
United States to maintain a strict neutrality and 
preserve its friendly relations with the several 
belligerents unless in a military condition 
strong enough to make its neutral right» re­ 
spected. 
STATE FINANCES AND CREDIT. 
The second biennial, message of Governor 
Stoneman, transmitted on the 6th instara to the 
Senate and Assembly, taken iu connection with 
the reports of the Controller and Treasurer, 
shows au unfavorable condition of the finances 
of the State, and such as to demand prompt no­ 
tion, if the credit and honor of tne common­ 
wealth are to be maintained. His Excellency 
states that the expenditures during the two fis­ 
cal years ending June 3b, l.ssi. exceeded these 
of the two preceding years by 82,622,501 71. 
That, although the rate of taxation lor Kate 
purposes was rased from 45.2 cents in 18*1, to 
56 cents in 1S86, the expenditures exceeded the 
receipts by a considerable sum; thus leaving un­ 
paid and unprovided lor, a large number of bills 
and claims. 
I am aware that appropriations nggregating 
$526,000 were made lor charitable pun»>ses and 
the publication of school l»ooks. yet the aston­ 
ishing fact remains that the ordinary expenses 
oi the government during the last two years ex­ 
ceed those of the previous two years by ueailv 
82,100,000! 
No one is more jealous of the State’s honor 
aud credit, more opposed to a credit system, 
and all the evils which it entails, than myself, 
but l>efore placing additional burdens upon the 
people I would advise that ecrurir y be made 
into the items of expendí*ure, and the expense 
accounts of the several State institutions, with 
the view to retrench and reform. “A penny 
saved is a penny made,” is a homely and true 
adage. 
Raising additional money by increased tax­ 
ation is not the only way to enable the State to 
carry on the government and meet its engage­ 
ments. Extravagance aud waste iu the m an­ 
agement of the public business should be dis­ 
countenanced, not only because it necessitates 
the placing of unnecessary burdens upon the 
people, but because it impairs their ability to 
b;ar the burden by lessening the value of their 
property, it is demoralizing to the public senti­ 
ment by fostering loose iacas of honesty and 
fair dealing. 
The policy of permitting the State’s expendi­ 
tures to exceed its receipts, or income, in a 
time of peace and prosperity like the present, 
cannot be defended, and should be speedi v 
changed. 
THE STATE MII.ITIA. 
The National Guard is entitled to the generous 
support of the Government, and should be kept 
in a state of efficiency aud readiness to m ain­ 
tain the civil authorities. The peace and quiet 
of the State and the safety ol our institutions 
depend upon our ability to promptly suppress 
alt uprisings against the law, and to project life 
and property. Recent passing events in this and 
other Slates teach us that a turbulent and dis­ 
orderly element has lately come into the coun­ 
try, which is inclined to resort to the most dia­ 
bolical methods in order to gratify its revenge, 
or show* its contempt for our laws and institu­ 
tions. With such people reason has no sway, 
and they can only be reached by the strong arm 
of the law, supported by a sufficient physical 
force. The National Guard of California com­ 
mands the respect of ils feliow-eitizeus, and 
will always be found ready to preserve the 
peace and protect life and property. 
The un­ 
protected condition of our principal seaport 
aud commercial city is another reason why the 
National Guard should be cherished and a mili­ 
tary spirit cultivated among our people. 
PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 
From the report of the State Superintendent 
of Schools you will learn that the present con­ 
dition of tfie different schools of the State, as to 
their number, the num ber and age of pupils, 
their finances, the number of teachers, w*ith 
their average salaries, and many other import­ 
ant details. 
1 desire to call your special attention to that 
part of the repott which refers to work schools, 
or industrial training. The subject is becoming 
one of absorbing interest to all good citizens. 
The success which has followed the establish­ 
m ent of such schools In St. Louis, Chicago, 
Cincinnati l'hiladelphia. Boston and New York 
proves that they are meeting a real want in the 
community. 
It is admitted by the more thoughtful and 
philosophic educators that the present syuem 
of public schools is based too largely on the old 
scholastic systems of learning. 
Our mo¿t 
scholarly men, the educatois of our country, 
from the Presidents a r 1 Facilities of our uni­ 
versities to the public school teachers, are, from 
the nature of their position, removed from the 
active business pursuits of the great mass of 
the people, and cannot be expected to instruct 
their pupils iu arts and trades of wh ch they 
themselves have little knowledge or experience. 
Their education has made them love learning 
in the abstract more than the science», as ap­ 
plied to daiiy life. Their influence tends to 
foster a love lor books and literary or profe*:- 
Monal life, so that the majority o’ their students 
who are able to graduate, aspire to the profes­ 
sion 
of law or medicine, or o.her scholarly 
pursuits. 
The great mass of our public school children 
are obliged to assist their parents when they 
leave the grammar schools, so that the primary 
schools are really of the very greatest impor­ 
tance in their education. 
It is generally c o l coded by those who have 
studied the subject most thoroughly that Froe- 
bel’s method of training ail the faculties of the 
child is the most perfect of any that has been 
yet devised. 
Hence it seems to mo that the students at the 
State Normal Schools should he thoroughly in­ 
structed in this system, so that in due time all 
parts of the State could be supplied with pri­ 
mary teachers competent to lay the foundation 
fora thorough education, developing the me­ 
chanical and nrtisiic faculties, as well as the 
purely intellectual. 
The efforts already being made by the people 
for establishing manual and technical schools 
-shou’d also bv liberally encouraged. The tech­ 
nical dr part monta of the Univeisity should be 
made as valuable as possible to the people 
throughout the State. It would be well n* offer 
special inducements to public school students 
to arouse a greater interest iu the rajtustr al arts 
and science*. 
The vast agricultural, manufacturing ami 
mining industries of the M ite need the most en­ 
lightened treatment, iu ofder to compete in the 
m arkets of the world. It is but just to those 
who are to conduct these interests in the future 
that they should be prepared in as full a m*ss 
ure as possible to meet such great respmsihili- 
ties. i would suggest, therefore, that your Com* 
m ittee on Education should make a thorough 
investigation as to the wants of the people in 
the way of better industrial training, and the 
be»t wav of meeting those wants. 
There would stem to be no limits to the na 
tural resource*» of bountiful Nature In cur s ate 
All we ne¿d is skill to develop them. All the 
Governments of Europe are making great efforts 
to educate their people. 
Schools ot weaving 
and pottery, of chemical products, of dyeiug, of 
all kinds of manufactures, in fact, are now in 
successful operation iu Germany, Austria and 
France. England is following ti ¿ir examples 
American laborers are alreftoy feeling the 
prcron e of sharp competition, to that in self­ 
defense we will soon, as a nation, be compelled 
to exerc se all our powers to meet the require­ 
ments of the age aud maintain the proud su­ 
premacy which American laliorers have hith­ 
erto hold in the world. [Applause.] California 
has always generously rewarded ‘labor: let us 
liberally provide now for the best education of 
the children oflaborers.so that our (tolden Gate 
may ever be hospitably open and the white sails 
of commerce carry, not only grains and íruit- 
and the raw products of the state, but the in­ 
genious and artistic productions of skillful 
hands and cultured, fertile intellects. 


MISCELLANEOUS SUGGESTIONS. 
Legislation is needed to correct abuses pre­ 
vail!» ; in the management of corporations. No 
cori»oration should be permitted to issue bonds 
for any purpose until its entire capital stock is 
paid in, and only then in Older to raise funds 
with which to carry out the objects of its organ­ 
ization 
Instances are not infrequent where 
colorations with ouly a small fraction of their 
capital paid in have mortgage d their franchise, 
etc., by the issuance of bonds before scarcely a 
start or beginning was made In the building ot 
their works, 
as these bonds are sold at a dis­ 
count (greater or le%s, accoidiug to the suppo. ed 
value ot the franchise), a debt largely in excess 
of the amount actually requDed for the purposes 
of the corporation is fastened upon the com­ 
pany. on which the public is asked to pay the 
interest and sufficient iu addition thereto to af- 
1 rd a dividend on the capital stock at iLs mar 
ket or par value, if the statute prohibited the 
issuance of bonds until the capital stock was 
ali called iu and paid for. there would be fewer 
fictitious corporations formed, and a narrower 
field for the display of the peculiar ralea*» of a 
certain class of sharpen, while the public would 
be protected against unjust exactions. 
Contracts for the sale of shares in corporations 
on margins, or to be delivered at a future day, 
are declared void by the fitate Uonsti ution. 
Nevertheless it is notorious that such sales are 
openly made in the Stock Boards do>ng business 
under Irauchi*. s granted by the- Kate, 'i his 
m anner of dealing, particularly in raining 
stocks, is most mischievous, and should be pro­ 
hibited by law. )n fact, the business of bu\ ing 
a a i selling shares of mining < ;>ir.panics netds 
regulating, and certain practices*of the broken 
or deaier» in these shar s should be m ad- felo­ 
nies end puni-htd as such. As at present ton 
duettd the bolinees foe erstfce gambling spirit 
a T o rg th e people, and leaw sthem attbeznercy 
ot tbespecu alive aud d h h nestbr*»kerihrougn 
whom at! transactions must be mt.de. 
A broker 
should be compelled to nq»ort immediately the 
f numbers of the share»ot any Hock bo h*¡s pur­ 
: chased for his c lent, so that the particular 
>hart s m Lbt be identified and traced, and he 
should b¿ held to account for the identical 
i snares bo gat. upon pniu of being pros-cntf d 
; lor felony, haw recent failures among flus 
class of broken and the disgraceful dircic sures' 
as to their 2i.odcs of trwHwetiug tmviua¿8, de­ 


mand legislative interference and a speedy re­ 
form. 
The Bank Commissioners have several times 
called attention to the delay in the ♦ttlem enr 
and final distribution of the assets of suspended 
and bankrupt banking corporations among 
their depositors and creditors. A number of 
savings banks have been in course of liquida­ 
tion for five, six aud eight years, and arc still 
renting offices and paying salaries to clerks, at­ 
torneys, etc , with little or no business to trans­ 
act. A general law compelling the managers of 
all suspended bunks to wind up the business of 
tbe bank within three years, or iu default there­ 
of to turn over all it assets, books, etc., to the 
Bank Commissioners would, in my opinion, be 
in the interestjof creditors and depositors, ana 
lend to inspire confidence among the people. 
General laws should be passed regulating the 
laying down of electric wires in the cities and 
towns of the State, also pipes and other conduits 
for conveying steam, salt water and hot air. and 
regulating the sale and distribution of steam 
and hot air to the public or to those whose pre­ 
mises abut on the streets in which the pipes are 
laid. The system in vogue of granting to each 
applicant the right to erect poles and stretch 
wires along the streets is becoming an intoler­ 
able nuisance in several of the cities of the 
State. To compel the placing of these wires 
underground without providing apian whereby 
the wires of several companies might be laid in 
one and the sumo conduit, would greatly aggra­ 
vate the nuisance, and throw a great burden 
upon propeny-owners iu the shape of increased 
expenditures for street repairs. Aud i am satis 
lied that a limitation ought tobe placed upon 
municipal corpora»ions in regard to granting 
franchises or privileges to use the public streets 
by railroad aud otht-rcorporations and private 
person». No franchise should be gran ed for a 
longer term than twenty-five years, and nouc 
extended until it bus expired, or within one or 
two years of its expiration, fcucli a prohibition 
would prevent, in the next twenty or forty 
years, tne giving away of franchises which, in 
tbe city of San francisco alone, are worth m ill­ 
ions of dollars. 
1 trust that the Legislature Inst convened may 
speedily get to work and industriously labor to 
perforin the duties devolving upon it. Many 
important subjects of legislation imperatively 
demand solution at its hund. and the sess ou be­ 
ing limited to sixty days, there is no time to 
waste in idle debates, or useless adjournm ents; 
and in order to avoid unpleasant consequences 
and of being misunderstood hereafter, I deem it 
proper to state that 1 shall not deem every fail­ 
ure of th e Legislature to perform some du y as 
creating such an “ extraordinary occasion” 
within the meaning of the Constitution, as will 
necessitate or justify the Governor in calling an 
extra session oi the Legislature. On the contrary, 
1 shall accept such non-act km as deliberate, ami 
shall leave the responsibility with the negligent 
members and their several constituencies, the 
people of their respective counties. 
Elected upon a platform aud by a party pledg­ 
ing its candidates to an honest ami economical 
administration of the affairs of the ótate. I recog­ 
nize the foree and wisdom of theobligation.and 
intend to administer the office of Governor upon 
business principles, in a business-like manner, 
and nope to receive the assistance of all those 
elected at the same time, and acting under the 
responsibility of the same or similar pledges. 
The distinguished soldier whom I succeed as 
Governor will take with him into retirement, 
from the cares and responsibilities of office, the 
gocd wishes of every citizen of the State for his 
continued health and prosperity [applause]; and 
I trust it will be one of the first, as it certainly 
will be one of the most pleasing of my official 
duties, to urge uj>on the National Government 
the justice of his claim to be restored to his 
rights and pension as a retired officer of the 
United States army. 
rApplause J 
General 
Stoneman having resigned in order m enter the 
civil service of this State, it is eminently fit and 
proper that the people of California should see 
to it that he suffers no loss from obeying their 
behest * and entering their services. 
CONCLUSION. 
In conclusion I desire to state that whatever 
annoyance and inconvenience were occasioned 
by ihe postponement of my inauguration until 
to-day is more than repaid, so far as I am per­ 
sonally concerned, by the-fact that I enter upon 
the discharge of tbe duties of my office on the 
Sth day of January—a day ever memorable 
[great applause] in the history of our country, 
and intimately associated with the fame of that 
great soldier . patriot, statesman and Democrat. 
Andrew Jackson. [Applause. 1 I hail it as a 
happy ornen, for it was upon the Mb of Jan- 
uarv, 1883, that I was first inaugurated Mayor 
of the city of San Francisco. 
Music by the baud—“ Serenade quick­ 
step.” 
Lientenant-Governor-elect, R. W. Water­ 
man, was next escorted to the Speaker’s 
desk, were the oath of office was adminis­ 
tered by Judge Armstrong, 
Speaker Jordan : 
Permit me now to introduce to you the Hon. 
R. W. Waterman, Lieutenant-Governor of the 
State of California. [Immense applause.] 
Mr. Waterman was about to take his 
seat, when he was intercepted by the 
Speaker and informed that he was down 
upon the programme for an address. 
Mr. Waterman ^aicl: 
* 
Ladies and Gentlemen: The duties of the office 
to which 1 have been chosen is simply that of 
the presiding officer of the Senate. 1 am not 
an orator, and was unconscious of the fact, up 
to this moment, that I \v¿s expected to make an 
drefcs. So I shall have to be excused, and bid 
you adieu. 
Music by the band—Quickstep, “Eclipse.” 
The retiring Lieutenant-Governor was 
next loudly called for, and being introduce I 
by the speaker, said: 
Mr. Speaker, Gentlnnen of ihe Convention. Ladies 
and Gentlemen: It the réasous assigned by my 
successor in office hold good in his c«*e it* cer­ 
tainly should excuse me from delivering an ad­ 
dress on this occasion. I ceitaiuly should l»e 
allowed the privilege of declining to make a 
speech on this: occasion for, as I understand ir, 
nothing of the kind was expected of me, and, 
as I am about to lay down the duties of office, 
carnes me some embarrassment. Permit me. 
however, to say to you. ladies and gentlemen, 
that owiog to p culiar circumstance» the duties 
that have attended the administration of the 
office of Lieutenant-Governor, which I now 
yield to my worthy successor, who is the choice 
of the people, have been more onerous than 
has ever fallen to a predecessor, and I m ay b e 
excused if I should give expression to the de­ 
sire that they may not fall upon my successor. 
Those of you who are familiar with ‘the history 
of this State are aware that during the past four 
years, although generally supposed that there 
shall only lie two sessions of the Legislature of 
this ótate, yet we were called together on two 
4 extraordinary occasions," in order to effect 
that which it was supposed the people desired. 
The circumstances attending tho¿e two sessions 
and the regular sessions accompanying them, 
may never, perhaps, l»e witnessed again during 
tne history of this State. Tiie extraordinary 
ciicum stsnce was exhibited of the Senate being 
equally divided npon very important and ex­ 
citing questions iu regard to legislation affecting 
the interest»of ihe people at one session, and at 
tbe o her. affecting their interests in a political 
aspect. As yon are aware, ihe President of the 
Senate has no duties to perform other than that 
of adviser, except upon such occasions when, 
the senate be log equally divided, it becomes in­ 
cumbent upon him to give the casting vote. 
Those of you who are familiar with tire pro ced­ 
ing» at that rime know it became necessary 
for me to give fourteen casting vores at the first 
44 extrnoiauiary ” session. 1 do not claim to be 
anything more than human, and possessed of 
no more ability than that uhich falls to the lot 
of ordinary individuals, and I only claim that 
while exercising that privilege—of taking upon 
myself a responsibility that no person need de­ 
sire—I iierformed that duty according to the 
law, as i read it. and according 10 my bes; judg­ 
ment. [Applause.] I am avvnre that a person, 
placed in such a p sitioii is liable to receive se­ 
vere criticism from those be decides against, 
while receiving the plaudits of those who agree 
with him. But I assure you that whatever may 
have been the opinion ol the piople at the limé 
regarding this matter, it made no difference with 
me in pursuance of my duties. I suppose that 
every man under ihose circumstances has the 
right of exercising his own judgment, as the re­ 
sponsibility falls npon him and be ír amenable 
t3 the judgm ent of the people. Following the 
reennd scs>iou the tenate was evenly divided 
again ui on priiiticai propositions, and it be­ 
es me necessary for me at that time to give 
the casting vote. I fi rget now the number, 
but it amounted to nearly as many as the first 
one. We had at that sesaDn seven day6 in 
which IX» ballots were taken. Therefore I say 
to yon, 1 lay down the duties of the office to 
my successor, wishing he mav not have a like 
responsibility to rest upon his shoulders. It is 
a r tity that every citizen take such responsibil­ 
ity a> falls to his lot. and 1 have always trk d to 
do my duty as I saw it, and I iiope the incoming 
Lientenant-Govemor— and 1 do not doubt it in 
the least—will follow in the footsteps of every 
man who has become a presiding officer, per­ 
forming that duty to the be^t of his ability. 
Ladles and gent emeu. I take leave of you here 
and lay down the duties of my office with feel­ 
ings of pleasure, because the pursuits of private 
business are far more agreeable to me than 
those of a public nature. 
It has t een my lot tx> 
pass nine eonseeuti w cessions of the Legislature 
In the eity of Sacramento. I commenced a v 
legislative career in 1859, and take occasion to 
express my heartfelt thank» to the people of 
this citv, whom I shall ever rememboe for the 
many pleasant occasions npon whicii they con­ 
tributed to my pleasure. [Applause. 1 
The journal of the joint convention was 
then read and approved, aud the assem­ 
blage dismissed. 
At tbe close of the inaugural ceremonies 
a detachment of Company B, Captain 
Cook. First Artillery Regiment, fired a 
national salute at the northeast corner of 
the State Capitol.

Mr. Gesford submitted the report of the Com­ 
mittee on Contingent Expenses, etc., which al­ 
lowed payment of mileage and per diem for the 
officers of the temporary organization of the 
Senate, and one week’s pay lor the newly- 
elected and appointed officers and attaches.

Abo, that the Sergeant-ut-Arms and assistants 
be im tructcd to repair to the Asj»erably (.ham­ 
per to assist in m aintaining order during the in­ 
augural cereinouies. 
Mr. Jones offered a resolution that the Secre­ 
tary of State be im tructcd to purchase fifty copies 
of the pocket edition of the Codes and i onstitu- 
tion of the State, of 1886, for the use of the Sen­ 
ate. at a price not to exceed 811 per set. 
Mr. Boggs offered an amendment that the 
members of the JudiMary Committee l»e each 
furnished w ith a copy, and also the Chairmen 
of the Committees on Corporation ana County 
aud County Governments, and that the editions 
oí 1S83 in the Sccretaiy of fctate’soffice be given

myself. I have no regret.» w hatever, as I said 
before, in laying down the gavel, except those 
that accompany the depicture from your midst, 
which I soon shall take. 1 now bid you all 
adieu, and 1 have the honor of introducing to 
you the Lieutenant-Governor, lately elected by 
the people of California.

Mr. Waterman—Gentle nun of the Senate: Let 
ns have peace. 
Let us know no North, South. 
East or West or party. Let us do the work our 
constituents want us to do: do it well and thor­ 
oughly. Let us make such laws as are expected 
of us to enact, l^et us be liberal to our State 
institutions and to our militia. I^et us not for­ 
get them, but make them the pride ot our com­ 
monwealth. I^et us be prompt and active; work 
early and late, and get our work done and well 
done, and go home to our constituents, so that 
they can say, “ Welcome home.” 4* Let us have 
peace.” 
Mr. White offered the following resolution : 
Res* ft red, That the Senate extend its thauks 
to the retiring Lieutenant-Governor for the 
ability and impartiality displayed by him as 
its presiding officer, and tender to him its best 
wisnes for his health, prosperity aud happiness.

THE INAUGURAL ADDRESS. 


T he inaugural 
address of Governor 
B artlett is laid before our readers this 
m orning. 
I t is not the brief and original 
draft which some of our contemporaries 
were so indiscreet as to send to press some 
days ago and prior to the inauguration, 
b ut quite a different and much more ex­ 
tended document. 
The address is neither 
a great nor a weak paper. 
The few topics 
upon which it treats are handled without 
ambiguity, and fairly represent the better 
public sentiment. 
The promises made are 
such as were to have been expected of a 
newly installed Executive, entertaining a 
desire to make his adm inistration of the 
State Government economic, and conserva­ 
tive of the best interests of the people. 
T he document will not make a deep 
impression, nor will it fall w ithout effect 
upon the public, which will see in it a dis­ 
position to economize, to lim it State ex­ 
penses, lessen the burdens of taxation, 
and prevent waste of tim e and money in 
extended legislative sessions. 
The irriga­ 
tion question is dismissed without sug­ 
gestion of plans for its settlement. 
The 
anti-Chinese sentim ent is given a word of 
approval, and the hope expressed th at the 
Federal Governm ent will afford California 
relief from the 
incursion of 
Mongo­ 
lians. 
The Legislature is asked to memo­ 
rialize Congress to strengthen and aug­ 
m ent our harbor defenses. 
H e advises th at the N ational Guard 
be 
given 
generous support, 
since 
it 
is so necessary to the maintenance of order 
and the enforcement of respect for the laws 
by the turbulent elements of society, re­ 
cent importations of which into the coun­ 
try arc inclined to resort to diabolical 
methods to express contempt for our insti­ 
tutions. 
H e takes especial pains to direct atten­ 
tion to the State’s system of common 
schools, and the need for developing the 
mechanical and artistic faculties, as well 
as the intellectual. The Froebel method of 
training for the child is wairmly com­ 
mended, and the advice given th at Nor­ 
m al 
School 
instruction 
he 
required, 
w ith a view to fitting teachers for practi­ 
cally introducing it into the primary 
grades. 
He is notably urgent in impress­ 
ing Ujion the public thought the truth 
t nit the State in a republic can do no bet­ 
ter work than in liberally educating its 
youth and training them in such direc­ 
tions as will fit them for self-maintenance 
and inde|>endence. 
He holds th at cor- 
|K>rate bodies should not lie ¡«'emitted 
to issue bonds until their entire capital 
stock is paid up, and in th at connection 
wisely and strongly condemns the sale of 
sh ires on m argin; or for fulurc deliveries. 
Contraetsfor such sales are declared illegal 
by the Constitution, but Hre openly made 
by incorporated stock boards. 
H e urges 
the adoption of regulative measures tor 
stock buying and selling, and the discour­ 
agement of the gambling spirit. Suspended 
banks should he required to wind up their 
businesswithin a given tim e ; the suspend­ 
ing and laying of electric wires should lie 
regulated by law, as without it the vast 
num ber of wires stretched amounts to a 
public nuisance; franchises for the use of 
th e streets of cities by railway and other 
•corporations or jiersons, should lie lim ited 
to a maximum of twenty-five years, and 
no extensions granted until expiration of 
th e original term, or within one or two 
years of it. 


The Governor reflects the public t hought 
-when he declares that the Legislature has 
no tim e to waste in idle debates or useless 
adjournments, and he gives fair warning 
th a t he will not consider “ every’’ failure 
o f the Legislature to do its duty as justify­ 
ing a call for an extra session, but will 
leave the responsibility for the laches to 
rest upon the members, and to be accounted 
for to their constituencies. 
He concludes 
w ith a promise to discharge the duties of 
his office upon business principles, and by 
strongly urging the Legislature to memo­ 
rialize the national Government to restore 
G eneral Stoneman to the retired list of the 
arm y— a suggestion which the whole peo­ 
p le will approve. 
T hat some of the vital questions which 
will tome before the Legislature arc not 
bv 


these sjiecimen pages must have been im­ 
pressed with the excellence of the method 
pursued in the preparation of the books. 
Critical and unprejudiced judgm ent must 
fully commend the results of the labors of 
the State Board of Education, and thus 
confirm The policy that led up to the pub­ 
lication of school books by the State. The 
question of economy lias already been 
settled beyond cavil. 
California is now 
furnishing school books for her common 
schools, without any cost to the State 
whatever, and at less than one-half the 
cost to purchasers th at they have hereto­ 
fore paid, while the books are up to, and 
in some respects superior to, the best stan­ 
dards formerly in use. 
A t the same time 
the vast amount of money heretofore annu­ 
ally sent out of the State to foreign pub­ 
lishers is now retained here, and disbursed 
among artisans of the State— printers, en­ 
gravers, binders, machinists and others. 
In addition there must be taken into ac­ 
count these blessings w ith which tliedepart- 
ments of education, State, city and county, 
are now visited, and will enjoy for the 
future: first, the absence of the hook agent, 
no 
longer 
irrepressible; 
second, the 
complete elim ination from the educational 
system of the long train of ills—dishon­ 
esty, political chicane and corruption— 
th at followed in his wake. 
W hat answer 
those who opposed this economic policy, 
and still project against it some feeble as­ 
saults, can make in reply to such a showing 
we cannot even conjecture. 


AMAZING INDIFFERENCE. 


The amazing indifference of the San 
Francisco public to the outrages perpe­ 
trated daily by the striking street railway 
employes passes all surprises. 
Dynam ite 
is exploded along the streets; giant powder 
cartridges throw n beneath the car wheels, 
endangering life and lim b ; men are beaten 
w ith iron bars because they choose to 
work for wages of their own selection; 
women are m altreated for daring to ride 
upon a particular line of street cars; citi­ 
zens are, with offensive pertinacity, so­ 
licited to boycott other citizens because 
the latter choose to “ run ” th eir busi­ 
ness in their own way, and city offi­ 
cials 
are 
asked 
to 
get 
down 
upon 
their knees 
and 
beseech 
the 
owners 
of the street railways to “ arbitrate ” with 
the “ strikers.” 
A rbitrate what ? 
The 
right to own property, the right to be pro­ 
tected, the right to walk or run or ride or 
rest, as they choose w ithin the law ? 
Or 
the “ right ” of others to dictate to them 
the conduct of 
their business? 
The 
“ right ” of employes to say w hat the em­ 
ployer shall pay out of his private purse 
for their labor? 
The “ rig h t” of men to 
force themselves into the employment of 
others? 
R eally, it begins to look as if 
men have no rights in property in San 
Francisco that the law and tiie law officers 
will compel the mob to respect. 
It is as­ 
tounding that such outrages can be perpe­ 
trated as are witnessed in the streets of San 
Francisco now, and a reason-possessed body 
of free American citizens stand idly by, so 
cowed that they dare not so much as as­ 
semble at a street corner and humbly peti­ 
tion the criminals, who are assailing their 
lives and homes, to desist. There is needed 
in San Francisco something of the rigor of

Speaker Sayre, of the House of Represent­ 
atives, sent a message to the Senate inform ­ 
ing that body that on Monday m orning he 
would proceed to canvass and declare the 
result of the vote at the November election 
for Lieutenant Governor, the law requiring 
this to b e done in the presence of the two 
houses. 
The Senate received this message, 
laid it upon the table, and adjourned until 
Monday. To-morrow m orning the Repub­ 
lican m em bers of the Senate, nineteen in 
num ber, will appear in the hall of the 
House, where they will be recognized as 
the Senate. The vote for Lieutenant-Gov­ 
ernor will he canvassed and announced, 
and Colonel Robertson sworn in, after 
which he will preside over the joint assem­ 
blage. 
It is understood that he will subse­ 
quently find means to officially inform the 
Senate that he has been sworn into office 
and is ready to take his seat as presiding 
officer ol that body. 
The Republicans claim to he acting in 
strict conformity with the law, and insist 
that the claim of Senator Sm ith to the 
Presidency of the Senate will be utterly 
void after such notice. 
If Colonel Robert­ 
son’s claim to preside over the Senate is 
conceded by the Democratic majority when 
he presents 
himself, the contest over 
Lieutenant-Governorship will of course be 
ended. 
If his claim is denied, which is 
am ong the probabilities, it has not yet 
been made public what steps will be taken 
in reference to the Senatorsbip. The Re­ 
publicans are still united in their support 
of H arrison.

At 
that hour Robert McGeorge, a well-known 
drover, who is in the habit of carrying large 
sums of money about his person and keep 
ing them in his house, left the latter for an 
adjoining yard to m ilk bis cows. Im m edi­ 
ately afterward a party of three masked 
ana heavily-disguised men entered the 
house with drawn revolvers, and with a 
threat to instantly kill .Mrs. McGeorge and 
her two children, restrained them from 
m aking an outcry. McGeorge re-entered the 
house in time to prevent a search by the 
robbers, who, on seeing him , opened fire.

W a sh in g to n,

Yesterday Senator W illiam s and 
Representative 
M arkham 
called upon 
Hazen to endeavor to induce him to restore 
the special service between San Francisco 
and Los Angeles. The people of Southern 
California require this special service, in or­ 
der to m arket their citrus fruits at times 
when they will run little risk ofdamage from 
sudden climatic changes. The appropria­ 
tions for these reports are general, and not 
specified, and it is within H azen's power 
to curtail or increase the service whenever 
he pleases.

PASTORAL 
RESIGNATION'. 


F a re w e ll N otice o f R ev. I>r. F ro st, o f th e 
F irs t B a p tist C hurch. 
A t th e close of th e m orning service o f th e 
F irst B aptist C hurch yesterday, R ev. Dr. 
F rost, th e pastor, spoke as follow s: 
A fter m atu re deliberation and prayer, I 
hereby present m y resignation as pastor of 
th is church. 
It has for som e tim e been know n to you 
an d to th is com m unity th a t m y fam ily 
can live in th is city b u t a sm all portion of 
th e year w ith safety to th eir h ealth and 
happiness. 
T his, together w ith other valid 
reasons, has led m e to sever th e relation of 
pastor to th is flock. 
_ 
M any changes have com e to this church 
and com m unity du rin g th e seven years of 
o u r p asto rate.' E very evangelical church 
in S acram ento, and nearly every B aptist 
ch u rch in th e State, has changed pastors 
duriDg th e last seven years, and som e of 
th e churches have changed several tim es. 
T h e m u tatio n s in o u r church have been 
m o st'ap p aren t to us, and have m ade m ost 
solem n im pressions. W h en I cam e to you, 
in 1880, you w ere incum bered w ith a debt 
o f $5,000, and a greatly depleted m em ber­ 
ship. 
T h at iB cum berance h as been re­ 
m oved, yo u r m em bership increased and 
y o u r benevolent contributions greatly en ­ 
larged. 
Y ou have received, by baptism , 
one h u n d red and sixteen ; by letter, th irty - 
eig h t; by experience, fifteen; by restora­ 
tion, one ; m aking in all one hundred and 
seventy accessions du rin g these years. 
B u t ou r losses have been very great. 
By 
letter, forty-one; exclusion, tw enty-tw o; 
by dropping, th irty -th re e ; by death, tw en­ 
ty -fo u r; total, one hun d red and tw enty, 
w ith a net gain o f fifty. 
O ur rem ovals by 
letter and by dealh are sixty-five, enough 
to m ake a strong church. 
W hen nearly 
o n e-h alf o f th e m em bers w ho w ere here 
seven years ago have th u s been taken from 
us, it is easy to see how difficult is the task 
of building up a large and influential 
ch u rch in these interior tow ns w here th e 
population is so fluctuating. 
W ith nearly 
tw o hun d red accessions in seven years and 
yet a net gain of only fifty, the work is slow 
an d disheartening. 
In no pastorate o f m y 
life has so m any m em bers been transferred 
from th e ch u rch m ilita n t to th e church 
triu m p h an t. T he death angel has engraved 
on m arble tablets tw enty-four precious 
nam es, or about one-sixth of th e m em ber­ 
sh ip seven years ago. 
Seven prom inent 
m em bers died in a single year. 
S tanding th u s to-day in th e sacred pres­ 
ence of the dead, w ho speak to us by their 
vacant seats and th eir silent sepulchres, it 
is solem n to reflect how often I have been 
called to visit your sick, and to bury your 
loved ones. 
T w enty-four tim es in th e last 
seven years have we m arched in m ournful 
procession to th e silent city of th e dead. 
W e have rejoiced w ith those w ho rejoice, 
an d have w ept w ith those w ho weep. 
Our 
hearts have been w elded in th e furnace of 
affliction. 
W hen I cam e to you seven years ago it 
w as in m y h eart to live and to die w ith 
you. 
I prayed God it m ig h t be m y longest, 
ast, an d m ost successful pastorate. 
Often, 
in yonder churchyard, have I visited the 
very place w here of all others on earth I 
desired to be buried. 
O ften have I stood 
upon th at consecrated spot, hoping and 
praying th at I m ight have p art in th e first 
resurrection, if th e L ord delay h is appear­ 
ing. 
F ondly had I hoped so to live am ong 
you as to w in your highest respect and 
deepest affection, so th a t stan d in g around 
m y grave you could say : 
Servant of God, well done; 
Rest from thy loved employ; 
The battle fought, the victory won, 
Enter thy Muster's joy. 
T he seven best years o f m y m inisterial 
life have been given to you. 
I have endeavored to know nothing 
am ong you save Jesus C hrist and H im 
crucified, and to unfold to you th e rich and 
inexhaustible treasures of th e w ord of God. 
F or all your patience w ith m y infirm ities, 
your sy m pathy in m y distresses, your love 
and confidence in m y integrity, accept m y 
m ost sincere gratitude. 
I have never loved 
a ch u rch as I have loved > ou ; m y heart 
w as never so com pletely hrek en as on one 
dark and lonely night, w hen I resolved to 
break th e ties th a t have so long bound ns 
together. 
A nd now I go bound to another 
field of labor, “ not know ing th e things 
th a t shall befall m e there, save th a t the 
H oly G host w itnesseth in every city, saying 
bonds and afflctions abide m e.” 
“ B ut none of these things m ove m e, 
n eith er count I m y life dear un to m yself, 
so th a t I m ight finish m y course w ith joy, 
an d the m inistry w hich I have received of 
th e L ord Jesus to testify th e Gospel of the 
grace o f G od.” 
A n o th er sh all stand in 
th is holy p lace; another voice shall pro­ 
claim God’s w ord; other feet shall tread 
these c o u rts; o th er h an d s shall lead you 
in to green pastures and beside still w aters. 
God grant he m ay be m ore richly endow ed 
w ith th e S pirit, m ore m ighty in th e Scrip­ 
tures, m ore zealous in th e w ork of Christ, 
m ore successful in w inning souls, and bet­ 
ter adapted to th e necessities and dem ands 
of this church. 
M y future field o f labor is entirely u n ­ 
know n to m e. 
I have th u s far declined all 
overtures irom th e East. W hether I rem ain 
on this coast, o r go hence, is know n only 
to th e M aster, w hose 1 am , and w hom I 
serve.

M iss G ertie 
G errish presided at th e piano. T h e can­ 
vass m ade of th e city insures th e establish­ 
m en t o f such a C hurch, w ith Rev. C. P . 
M assey as pastor. 
Services for th e present 
w ill be held in P ioneer H all. 
M r. M assey s a y s : “ In the little com ­ 
p an y o f C hristian w orshipers, form erly 
u n ited un d er th e m in istry o f Rev. H enry 
W . B row n, the years w hich have elapsed 
since his departure have m ade sad inroads, 
and

has 
m aterially

Bisbee m urderers, w ho w ere h u n g on th e 
28th of M arch, 1884. 
A S acram entan sug­ 
gested to W ard yesterday th a t th e services 
o f such a S heriff was required in San F ra n ­ 
cisco, w here th e jail is overcrow ded w ith 
red-handed m urderers. 
W ard laughingly 
replied : “ Y our San Francisco Sheriff is all 
r ig h t: b u t w hat you need is a few of our 
A rizona Judges and juries. 
If a m an com ­ 
m its m u rd er in th e territory he is tried 
w ith in 
a 
reasonable 
length 
of 
tim e, 
there 
is 
no 
continuance 
to 
please 
counsel, th e rights of th e defendant are 
fully recognized an d respected, and if he is 
found guilty h e is hanged. 
T h at is r ig h t; 
th a t is justice ; th a t is the w ay we have to 
deal w ith m urderers in A rizona, and if we 
did n o t ou r cowboys w ould soon m ake th e 
T erritory as law less as San Francisco. O ur 
Judges are fearless; they respect th eir oath 
o f office; th ey com m and th e respect of th e 
people, and the m ajesty o f th e law is m ain ­ 
tained. 
T he prevailing crim inal practice 
in San Francisco w ould n o t w ork in A ri­ 
zona. 
I f an atto rn ey w ould ask co n tin u ­ 
ance on as flim sy a pretext as is daily done 
in th e crim inal C ourts of San Francisco, 
he w ould be rem anded to jail for contem pt. 
W e are n o t tec h n ic a l; we have no long 
continuances, b u t we have ‘ lots of poetic 
ju stice,’ and, in consequence, o u r law s are 
respected and obeyed.” 
T he T erritory for m an y years has had its 
in san e w ards taken care of at th e California 
In san e A sylum a t Stockton. 
I t recently 
h ad an elegant insane asylum bu ilt at 
Prescott, Carle & Croly, of th is city, being 
th e contractors. 
Sheriff W ard's visit here 
a t th is tim e is to take these insane people, 
som e seventy or eighty, from Stockton to 
th eir new quarters at Prescott, and for th a t 
purpose is fixing up several cars—barring 
th e w indow s and taking o th er precaution­ 
ary steps tow ards securing th eir com fort 
and safe transportation. T hey go tow ard 
Los A ngeles, and it is presum ed th a t the 
papers of th a t fortunate city, w hich claim s 
th at it is th e san itariu m for all th e ills th at 
flesh is heir to, w ill include it in the m any 
sim ilar E astern excursions w ho are so little, 
inform ed th a t they have n o t heard of the 
reat superiority of N orthern and C entral 
C alifornia over Los A ngeles.
